Jesus said almost identi- 
cally the same thing in Matthew, 
chapter 9, Instead of saying, 
“The harvest truly is great,” 
there He said, “The harvest truly 
is plenteous.” He said nearly 
the same thing in John, chapter 
4, verse 35: 

‘Say not ye, There are yet 
four months, and then cometh 
harvest? behold, I say unto you, 
Lift up your eyes, and look on the 
fields; for they are white already 
to harvest.” 

Do not listen to anybody who 
says that one time you can have 
a revival and another time you 
cannot. You can have - revival 
now!

Re- 
member that “whosoever was not 
found written in the Book of Life 
was cast into the Lake of Fire’ 
(Rev. 20:15). 

What kind of a place is Hell? 
Have we any revelation as to its 
character ? The Word of God 
is our only source of light and 
knowledge; it alone can lift the 
veil and give us a glimpse of 
what lies beyond. 


Conscious Suffering in Hell 

One dreadful fact is certain: 
the Hell of the Bible is a place of 
conscious suffering; that is plain. 
In the words of Scripture it is 
described as “a furnace of fire, 
fiame, place of torment, the lake 
of fire, everlasting fire, weeping, 
wailing, and gnashing of teeth.” 
Ang if words mean anything they 
mean what they say. “Fire” 
causes pain; and people do not 
“weep” and “wail” and gnash 
their teeth when they are un- 
conscious; nor js it possible to 
“torment” one who is dead: and 
Hell is a “place of torment.” 

God says that “it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment” (Heb. 9:27). 
Then death physical death, does 
not mean annihilation, for the

There are 
many examples in the Word of 
God of those who will have died 
and have been pronounced dead 
but wil} be still alive. Take for 
instance the Antichrist and the 
False Prophet. For one thousand 
years at least they will have been 
both alive and conscious after 
death. Compare, if you wil, 
Revelation 19:20 with Revelation 
20:10. 

Moreover, the following indi- 
viduals did not cease to exist and 
yet God's Word speaks of them 
as dead. “She that liveth in 
pleasure is dead while she 
liveth” (I Tim. 5:6). If she were 
dead while she lived, then cer- 
tainly she had not ceased to 
exist, nor was she unconscious. 
“Let the dead bury their dead” 
(Matt. 8:22). Apparently those 
pronounced dead were alive 
enough to bury others. “You 
hath he quickened, who were dead 
in trespasses ang sins: Wherein in 
time past ye walked .. .” (Eph. 
2:1, 2). Think of dead people 
walking. “TI am the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob. God is 
not the God of the dead, but of 
the living” (Matt. 22:32). Here 
again death does not mean an- 
nihilation. 


Then, too, there are many 
instances of the dead spoken of 
as alive. Take for instance the 
rich man, Lazarus and Abraham 
in Luke 16: 19-31. They had all 
died and yet they were alive and 
conscious. They were even able 
to speak to each other. Then 
think of Moses and Elijah (Luke 
9:30 31). Moses certainly died 
Elijah was translated, yet

And so I want to warn and 
entreat men everywhere to

I find in the Bible that Jesus 
considered the loss of the bodily 
members a_mere nothing as com- 
pareq with the loss of the, soul. 
In fact, so terrible is Hell fire that 
there is no comparison possible. 
Oh, how awful are some of the 
glimpses He gives! 

“And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee 
to enter into life maimed, than 
having two hands to go into hell, 
into the fire that never shall be 
quenched: Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. And if thy foot offend 
thee, cut it off: it is better for 
thee to enter halt into life, than 
having two feet to be cast into 
hell, into the fire that never shall 
be quenched: Where their worm 
dieth not, ang the fire is not 
quenched. And if thine eye of- 
fend thee, pluck it out: it is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into the 
kingdom of God with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast 
into hell fire: Where their worm 
dieth not and the fire is not 
quenched” (Mark 9:43-48). 

One day He drew back the 
curtain, and, behold, a scene of 
torment and misery the like of 
which the eye of man never saw 
before. A place called Hades, 
the prison house for Hell-bound 
souls. Flames of fire ascend; 
they are the flames of Hell. And 
in the midst, a man, alive, awake 
and conscious of all that is going 
on: a man who once lived and 
walked this earth as we do now. 
Oh, the horror of it all! Who can 
paint such a scene, who can 
describe such misery? The look 
of anguish on his face, the fear 
and hopelessness in his eyes! Let. 
the words of Jesus, the Son of 
God, tell the story: 

“There was a certain rich man, 
which was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously 
every day: And there was a 
certain beggar named Lazarus,

surely had in mind the awful 
future that awaited the one of 
whom they were spoken. Such 
language could only refer to what 
came after death. For if death 
endeg all, then a life of sin and 
pleasure in this world could not 
possibly justify such a statement. 
Ah, no! it was what came after 
death. And at this moment Judas 
is aS much alive as he was when 
the words were spoken. For 
nineteen hundred years he has 
been bearing the punishment of 
his betrayal of the Son of God. 
Oh, awful thought! For hundreds 
of years to come he will hear the 
jingle of money, and. will sigh 
for death. Oh, Judas! how true 
are the words of the Master: “It 
had been good for that man if he 
had never been born!” 
Hell Is Eternal! 

Hell is eternal. The same words 
used to express the eternity of 
Heaven are used in reference to 
the duration of time in Hell. If 
the joys-of the saved last forever, 
then the sorrows of the lost must 
also be eternal. If Heaven is 
eternal, So also is Hell. 
an example: “And these shall go 
away into everlasting punishment; 
but the _ righteous into life 
eternal” (Matt. 25:46). In the 
origina] both words are the same, 
as shown by the Revised Version. 

The eternity of Hell is plainly 
and emphatically stateq over and 
over again in the Scriptures. 
Take, for instance, the following: 
“Where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched” (Mark 
9:48). “Then shall He say unto 
them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into ever- 
lasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels” (Matt. 25:41). 
“And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever: 
and they shall have no rest day 
or night” (Rev. 14:11). 

I know there are those who ob- 
ject to the eternity of Hell and 
they base their objections on the 
following arguments: First of all, 
they state that Hell is designated 
the second death, and that death 
means cessation of being, or, so 
far as consciousness is concerened, 
annihilation, May I point out that 
it is called the second death be- 
cause preceded by physical death 
which comes first. But death of 
itself does not mean annihilation

for their faith in Christ, but who 
immediately after were seen alive, 
conscious and happy (Rev. 6:9- 
11). Nor must we fail to recog- 
nize the fact that the martyred 
Stephen saw Jesus Christ stand- 
ing on the right hang of God. 

In the second place there are 
tnose who tell us that the words 
“perish” and “destruction” mean 
annihilation. I want to say most 
emphatically that these words do 
not imply non-existence or ceas- 
ing to be, but rather “ruin,” 
namely, uselessness for the pur- 
pose for which designated. Here 
for instance is a wrecked auto- 
Anyone looking at it 
would say at once, that it had 
been destroyed, meaning only 
that it had been rendered use- 
less. It had not ceased to exist. 
We speak of fruit and vegetables 
as perishable, and we know at 
once what we mean. They have 


|gone bad and are unfit for use, 


but they have not ceased to ex- 
ist, and that is the full meaning 
of the word “perish” in the Bible. 

Oh, the awfulness of Hell! Who 
can fathom it? Who can de- 
that place of 
suffering, pain and sorrow? None 
but those who go there will ever 
know, and they will never return 
to tell the story. My friend, let 
me warn you; there is danger 
ahead. Sin must be punished and 
Hell is an awful reality. God is a 
God of mercy and love, but He is 
also a God of justice and right- 
eousness. 

Sin Must Be Punished! 

Have you not read that “the 
fearful, and unbelieving, and the 
abominable and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall have 
their part in the lake which burn- 
eth with fire and _ brimstone: 
which is the second death”? (Rev. 
21:8). “Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God? Be not de- 
ceived, neither fornicators, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, not ef- 
feminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind, not thieves, 
nor covetous, nor drunkards, shal] 
inherit the kingdom of God” (1 
Cor. 6:9, 10). 

Ye who have scoffed at religion 
and ridiculed the followers of 
Christ; ye who have blasphemed 
the God who made you, and tak- 
en His name in vain; ye who 
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covetous man, who is an idolator, 
hath any inheritance in the king- 
dom of Christ and of God” (Eph. 
5:5). 


“Ye serpents, ye generation of 
Vipers, how can ye escape the 
damnation of hell?” Ye thieves, 
ye generation of robbers, “how 
cen ye escape the damnation of 
hell?”. Ye adulterers, ye genera- 
tion of whoremongers, “how can 
ye escape the damnation of hell?” 
Liars and faith-breakers, drunk- 
ards and profligates, hypocrites 
and false professors, “how can ye 
escape ‘the damnation of hell?” 

“How can ye escape the damna- 
tion of hell?” No need to an- 
Swer such a question any more 
than an answer is required to that 
other solemn enquiry, “How shall 
we escape, if we neglect so great 
Salvation?’’ In fact, it is not a 
question at all; it is an exclama- 
tion. The very fact that anyone 
Should think for a moment of a 
possibility of escape causes won- 
der and amazement. 

Sin must be punished, and he 
who lives and dies in sin must 
bear the penalty and take the con- 
Sequences of his sin. There can 
be no escape. “Whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also 
reap” (Gal. 6:7). And yet men 
talk as though they could sow 
one thing and reap another, sow 
Sin and reap holiness, sow Hell 
and reap Heaven. What an ab- 
surdity! 

God Does Not Want You 

to Go to Hell 

Now let me point out in closing 
that God in His love and mercy 
never provided a place of punish- 
ment for man. We are distinctly 
told that Hell was “prepared for 
the devil and his angels” (Matt. 
25:41). It was not God’s plan, 
nor is it His will “that any should 
perish” (IIT Pet. 3:9). Man volun- 
tarily places himself under the 
leadership of God or Satan, and 
belongs to one of the other, but 
not to both, for “no man can 
serve two master” (Matt. 6:24). 
If he belongs to God he will fol- 
low’ Him to Heaven; but if he be- 
longs to the Devil, he must follow 
him to Hell. He goes to his own 
place. I read in Matthew 25:46, 
that “these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment;” it does 
not say they are sent. Judas, 
though a professed’ follower of 
Jesus Christ, belonged to Satan. 
Hence it is said of him that “he 
went to his own place” (Acts 
1:25). God willingly did not send 
him there. 

Nor will He willingly send you 
there. If you go to Hell it will 
be because you go and not be- 
cause you are sent. If you per- 
sist in serving Satan here, you 
will serve him hereafter as weil. 
So, then, you will naturally go 
where Satan goes, and endure the 
punishment that he endures. That 
means that wherever you read in 
the Bible of the place to which 
the Devil is destined, you are 
reading of the Hell to which you, 
too, will eventually go if you do 
not repent and place yourself in 
the army of KinggJesus. 

Hence, it is not God’s will that 
you should perish . Over and over 
again you have words as definite 
as the statement, “not willing 
that any should perish, but that 
ali should come to repentance’ 
(II Pet. 3:9). First Timothy 2:4 
speaks of “God our Saviour; who 
will have all men to be saved.” 
For “as I live, saith the Lord 
God, I have no pleasure in the 
death of the wicked; but that the 
wicked turn from his way and 
live” (Ezek. 33:11). 

More than that, He has pro- 
vided salvation for you. “He was 
wounded for our transgressions, 
He was bruised for our iniquities; 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes 
we are healed” (Isa. 53:5). “For 
God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). 

And then He urges you to be 
saved. “Look unto me,” He cries, 
“and be ye saved, all the ends of 
the earth” (Isa. 45:22). “Ho, every

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“The trouble is with the world,” 


and “The gospel won't fit the 
needs today,” and, “You can't 
reach sinners,” and, “Gog is de- 
feated and we have to take a 
back seat—-we can’t have revivals 
now.” That is not so! That isa 


defeated attitude of a bunch of 
sissies and quitters who do not 
have the grace to die for Jesus 
Chirst, who do not have the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost, who are 
afraid to make somebody mad 
and so say we cannot have re- 
vivals. It is not so! We can have 
revivals now! 

Notice this Scripture which I 
read to you. There are only two 
factors to be considered. There 
are only two principal factors of 
any importance in this matter. 
The two factors are the field and 
the laborers. 

The trouble is not with the 
field; it is white. The trouble is 
not with the world! I know the 
world is “dead in trespasses and 
gins.” I know people are lost in 
ain, but they were that way when 
Jesus died for them. There has 
been no change. The trouble is 
not with the sinners; it is with 
the saints. It is not with the 
world; it is with the church. The 
fields are white, but the laborers, 
but the laborers! God's trouble 
is not with the world. The gos- 
pel is adequate for the worst sin- 
mer that ever was born, that ever 
lived in defiance against God, that 
ever heard the gospel. The trou- 
ble is not with the sinner. The 
trouble is with the church and 
with Christian people! 

You remember that in II Chron- 
icles 7:14 the Lord said: 


“If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked 
ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land.” 


He did not say, “If the ungodly 
will humble themselves...” He 
did not say, “If it comes easy. If 
there is no competition on Sun- 
day.” He did not say, “If «you 
don’t have theaters, if you do not 
have baseball games, if you don’t 
have radios—-well, then you can 
have revivals.” That is not what 
we read in the Bible. 

Let me say this. If I had a 
God who could not compete with 
picture shows and radios and 
modern attractions, I would quit 
Him. I would not preach the gos- 
pel for a sissy God who was worn 
out and could not face the world. 
If I did not have in the gospel of 
Jesus Christ an adequate remedy 
for every kind of man in any kind 
ot situation in the world and in 
any circumstances, I would not 


be preaching. 1 would do some- 
ning easier! 

The trouble is not’ with the 
world, but with the church. The 
trouble is not with the sinner; it 
.s with the saint. The trouble is 
not with the field, the harvest, 
but with the laborers. 

Now have you enough of the 
grace of God to admit that what 
is wrong is not the circumstances 
—it is you? 

Years ago a man came to me 
and said, “Brother Rice, I am in 
trouble; I’m about out of the min- 
istry.” 

“What's the matter?” 

“I’ve only been through the 
ninth grade, and these days they 
want an educated preacher. These 
days they want a man with a col- 
lege degree. All the good church- 
es that pay the most want an 
educated preacher,” he said. 

“Well,” I said, “you sure are in 
a bad fix, aren’t you? That was 
the way it was with D. L. Moody. 
He was so handicapped—even 
worse than you are. He had been 
through about the fifth grade. Of 
course, Moody only won a million 
souls! I suspect you ought to 
win a million and a half if you 
have been to the ninth grade. 
But after that you might as well 
quit because you are handicap- 
ped!” 

God wants somebody looking at 
the main factors in the case and 
not at the circumstances. By the 
way, isn’t that a good Scripture: 
“You are not under circumstances, 
but under grace’? There is no 
word in the Bible that teaches 
that a preacher, or anybody else 
cught to be always defeated be- 
cause of the circumstances. 


I am going to preach a sermon 
one of these days on “The Atomic 
Age—Pnhooey!” Everywhere I go 
people say, “Oh, but these days 
are hard! We've got to have a 
different set of plans, a different 
kind of training, different equip- 
ment.” I don’t believe a word of 
it! “There was a time when 
you could have gat revivals; you 
can’t any more.” I don’t believe 
it! I don’t believe the atomic 
bomb has changed the nature of 
man Or sin or the gospel or the 
plan of God or our commission. 
I do not believe that any circum- 
stances—-whether you are rich or 
poor, whether you are starving or 
getting plenty of money from the 
WPA—I don’t believe it really 
matters about the essential thing. 
The field is white and God can 
give you the power. You can win 
souls and you can have revivals 
if you get right and ask for God’s 
rower. The trouble is not with 
the field; it is with the laborers. 
That is what the Bible says. 

Consider these two simple prob- 
lems. First of all, there are cer- 
tain facts that make it so you can 
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secure 
A mansion in the skies!

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always have a revival. There 
are certain factors that make it 
so. Second, the revivals, there- 
fore, await workers, God's kind 
of workers. Now let us see four 
reasons we can always have re- 
vivals. 

I. In Bible Times One Could 

Always Have a Revival 

Consider in Bible times—and 
pick out the hardest time, and 
you can do the same for the ages 
since the Bible was written—that 
when man reached his extremity 
God still had enough for a great 
revival. 

Consider, if you will, Israel at 
Mount Carmel. There was never 
a time when a nation had gone 
farther into sin than when wicked 
Queen Jezebel and Ahab were on 
the throne. Every time after 
that when God talked about the 
sins of some wicked king, He said 
that he followed after the pattern 
of Ahab who caused Israel to sin. 

These two were on the throne. 
Idolatry had taken the lead and 
Baal worship was carried on not 
in Israel alone but also in the 
house of God. The prophets of 
God were killed, one by one, ex- 
cept as they were hidden in caves 
and fed on bread and water. God 
turned His face away until there 
was neither rain nor dew for 
three years. That was a wicked, 
terrible time! How would you 
like to have a revival in a time 
like that? 

Elijah came and God said, ‘Go 
to Mount Carmel.’ They gave 
out handbills and got a crowd and 
Elijah said, ‘Let’s prove that there 
is a living God. If Baal be god, 
we will serve him. If the Lord 
God Jehovah be God, we will 
serve Him. You take a bullock— 
you five hundred prophets of 
Baal—kill it and put it on an al- 
tar. Then you pray and if your 
god answers by fire, everybody 
will serve him.’ (All you need 
these days is a God who answers 
by fire—that is all. That is all 
you need for a revival. That is 
all they needed then. A few mir- 
acles is all you need!) 

The priests of Baal prayed but 
nothing happened. Elijah made 
fun and said, ‘Holler a little loud- 
er! He has gone visiting. You've 
got a god—maybe he’s asleep. 
Wake him up!’ Elijah was not 
very reverent in church, was he? 
He kept making fun, and that 
went on until midafternoon. 

Then Elijah said, ‘All right boys, 
your time is up.’ Then he said, 


“Bring twelve stones to fre- 
build the altar of God.” He laid 
on it the wood and the bullock 
and then said, ‘Bring me some 
water.’ Carmel was near the sea- 
shore and they brought forth four 
barrels of water, and four more, 
and four more—then dug 4 
trench around it, 

He has already ruined it! How 
can you have revival now; you've 
got the wood all wet. How can 
you have the fire now? I would 
not serve a God who could not 
burn wet wood as well as dry 
wood. I would not serve a God 
who could not reach old, hardened 
sinners as well as boys and girls. 
I see lots of boys and girls saved 
but, thank God, ,I see a lot of 
drunkards and harlots, Jews and 
Catholics, infidels and dope-heads 
saved. 

When I was a pastor in Dallas, 
I must have baptized in that 
church at least a hundred drunk- 
ards, heads of families. I say, I 
thank God that He can burn wet 
wood as well as He can burn dry 
wood. God can give a fire from 
Heaven when there are scoffers 
and mockers, if one man believes 
God. 

Elijah prayed. He said, ‘If you 
don’t want your whiskers singed 
you had better stand back a lit- 
tle.’ Then he said, ‘O God of Ab- 
raham, Isaac and Jacob,’ the 
prayer-hearing God, hear me, O 
Lord, and show this people that 
I am thy servant. I have done 
all these things at Thy command. 
Turn our hearts back again.’ 

The fire fell, burned up the sac- 
rifice, the wood, the stones and 
licked up the water out of the 
trench. Then all the people fell 
on their faces and said, “The Lord, 
he is the God!” 

Listen: It took God longer to 
get one man fit to pray down the 
fire than it did to get the whole 
nation on their faces saying that 
there is only one God. Don’t you 
tell me that it is too hard. Any 
time God has a chance with 
somebody—one person that He 
can use—God can have a revival. 

That is the way it was at Nin- 
eveh. God said to Jonah, “Arise, 
go unto Nineveh, that great city, 
and preach unto it the preaching 
that I bid thee.” 

Jonah said, ‘Nothing doing, 
Lord; not me! Now if it were 
the First Baptist Church of Jeru- 
Salem, and if they would furnish 
a parsonage, give me a month's

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vacation, a good salary and pay 
my way to the Convention, I 
would gladly go. But net to 
Nineveh, that bunch of fish-wor- 
shipers down there, those heathen! 
Not me, Lord, nothing doing!’ So 
he bought a ticket to Tarsus, got 
cn an ocean-going vessel—-and he 
was gone. He said, ‘Boy, I put one 
by God then!’ 

I will not go into the rest of 
the story in detail. Suffice it to 
say that afterwards Jonah smell- 
ed a good deal like fish. But 
this time he was ready to go 
when God said, “‘“Go unto Nineveh, 
taat great city, and pr@ach unto it 
the preaching that I bid thee.” 


Now, Jonah would be a very 
unpopular preacher today because 
he preached negative preaching. 
He said, “Forty days, and Nine- 
veh shall be overthrown.” # The 
king ‘got all his throne, took off 
his robe, put on sackcloth and 
made a proclamation to  every- 
body: ‘Leave off your  wicked- 
ness. Don’t feed or water your 
animals. ,Don’t eat. But pray 
and maybe God will repent.’ The 
people turned and cried to God 
with one accord, and the whole 
city turned to God. 

Jesus Himself said: “The men 
of Nineveh shall rise up in the 
judgment with this’ generation, 
and shall condemn it: for they 
repented at the preaching of Jon- 
as; and, behold, a greater than 
Jonas is here,”’—Luke 11:32. 

A God who can give a revival in 
heathen Nineveh can give one in 
Greenville, South Carolina or in 
New York City or in Boston or in 
Chicago or in Russia or in Poland 
or in China—or anywhere else. 

And so it was in Samaria. You 
remember the Scripture says 
about Jesus in John, chapter 4, 
“He must needs go through Sa- 
maria,” and He sat on the well 
of the Sychar where the women 
came to draw. All the disciples 
said, ‘Whe-e-w! Why does Jesus 
want to talk with her? We don’t 
See the point.” Jesus told her, 
‘If you knew who it was talking 
to you, you would ask of Me, and 
I would give you water so that 
you would never thirst again.’ 

Her poor hungry heart said, 
“Well, give me this water then 


He said, ‘Wait a minute, call 
your husband.’ 

‘But,’ she said, ‘I’m a maiden 
lady. I don’t have a husband.’ 

"Yes, I know,’ Jesus __ said, 
‘you've been married five times 
and you are now living with a 
man you are not married to!’

Then there is Jerusalem. You 
Say, “Oh but, Brother Rice, you 
Can't have a revival there; there 
is a stink there: some pastor ran 
off with his choir director,” or 
Something like that. Maybe two 
deacons had a big stew, or there 
had been a big lawsuit. 

You talk about a stink! What 
if the main preacher had cursed 
and sworn in public and denied 
he ever knew Jesus? What if the 
man who headed the board of dea- 
cons had run off with all the 
money and then sold Jesus Christ 
for about $19.65, or thirty pieces 
of silver? How would you like 
to have a revival there in Jerusa- 
lem? You talk about gospel-har- 
dened people! There never was a 
Crowd as gospel-hardened as that 
crowd at Jerusalem. They knew 
more about atoning blood and the 
priesthood; they knew more 
about the righteousness of God 
than any place you ever saw. But 
@ little handful waited on God 
until the power of God came on 
them! 

“Well, there is wickedness ev- 
erywhere!” you say. Is that so! 
Do you think that is new in the 
world? It would do all of us 
good to go back and read the 
story, This Freedom, Whence? by 
John Wesley Brady. In Wesley's 
trme there was more public wick- 
edness, more profanity and lewd- 
ness, more infidelity and adultery 
and modernism in the churches 
than there is in America today. 
When France hag her Revolution, 
England had her Wesleyan Re- 
vival, and that is the difference 
in the histories of the two coun- 
tries. 

In England itself D. L. Moody 
had the greatest revivals of mod- 
ern time. Infidel clubs, with 
thousands of members fighting 
the Bible every day, were broken 
to pieces. England today is pret- 
ty far gone but it is no farther 
gone than it was when D. L. 
Moody went there.

There is another reason why

don’t look on the world so much;

When He went back to Heaven 

the angels said, “This same Je- 

sus . ” The Bible seems to 
take for granted that you do not 
need any change in Jesus. He is 
good enough just as He is; and 

Jesus seemed to take that for

gospel to every creature.” He 
said, “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, anc of the Holy Ghost...”

The Lord Jesus had 
the impression that that would be 
enough. You do not need to change 
the gospel.

God forgive us 


Here is another reason why we 


can still have revivals. Not only | 
is there God's grace, but there is 
God's Word. Stand up on your 


hind feet and preach God's Word! 
His Word is all right and you do 


not need anything different. You | 
know, if Jesus Christ Himself 
came down to fill your pulpit 


some day, He would preach from 
the Bible. There would be nothing 
new in what Jesus Christ would 
Say, nothing that was not already 
revealed in His Word. If Paul 
the apostle came, he would preach 
the Word of God. I thank God 
that we are not behind anybody 
on this matter. We have the only 


thing the world needs. Oh. the 
dynamite of Goud. 
Down in Sherman, Texas, God 


used one sentence of Scripture to 
cut a man to the heart. He went 
home, got in his car, and drove 
around until two o'clock in the 
morning. Then he knelt down in 
his garage and cried and sobbed 
over his adulterous, wicked, pro- 
fane, drunken life. One verse of 
Scripture just cut him to pieces 
So he could not sleep or eat until 
he foung Christ. 

A poor fallen harlot woman sat 
and wept and said, “I can't for- 
get it! I can’t forget what I've 
done!” I turned to Hebrews 
where the Lord Jesus said, ‘“Their 
sins and iniquities will 1 remem- 
ber against them no more,” and 
that one verse of Scripture made 
her brush the tears from her 
eyes and it brought joy to her 
heart and cleansing to her soul. 
I have seen it everywhere I have 
gone. “The word of God is quick, 
ang powerful, and sharper than 
any two edged sword.” Don't you 
let anybody make you think you 
need to change it! 

A good man (you would know 
him if I were to call his name 
and you love him, too, as I do) 
sent a sermon for THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD. This sermon 
kind of slippeq up on the blind 
side; it started with a story and 
incidentally brought in the Scrip- 
ture as if hoping that someone 
would get interested enough in 
the story that he would slip 
around and stick him under the 
fifth rit when he were not watch- 
ing. I wrote back and said, “God 
bless you. You have a good gos- 
pel, but don’t be ashamed of it! 
Start with the Scripture and tell 
them you are talking about sal- 
vation.” Why do you want to 
hide behind the bushes and try 
to slip up on them and say, “Oh, 
the gospel is old, and shabby and 
out of date. It is really very nice 
but you are just prejudiced 
against it.” Don’t talk that way 
about the gospel of Jesus Christ! 

We have had three and a half 
million copies of that little book- 
let, “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” printed in English. It 
has been translated in six other 
languages. We have records of 
over 3,500 people who say they 
were saved through that booklet. 
Yét a man said to me, “Why do 
you put that picture of Paul and 
Silas and the jailer on the cover? 
Don’t do that—just put on the 
cover some pretty scenery, or put 
a question mark on it. People 
won’t read that. Why don’t you 
put that inside so people won’t 
see it until they get interested?” 

I said, “Why should I be 
ashamed of the gospel?” 

Listen to me—the world needs 
the Bible and we ought not to be 
ashameg of it! It is the dynamite 
of God. “Is not my word like as 
a fire? saith the Lord; and like 
a hammer that breaketh the rock 
in pieces?” (Jer. 23:29). Depend 
on the Word, Use the Word as

the sword and the fire and the 
hammer that it is ang the 
bread and the water. That is 
enough If you have that, you 
car, have revivals. You can have 
them just as they had at Pente- 
cost. You can have them just 
as D. L. Moody had them. The 
Spirit of God can convict sinners 
and revive the saints. He can 
guide te ‘the truth andeHe can 
'bring revival. You see, God has 
resources that always work. 
Another divine resource is that 
God answers prayer. In recent 
revivals we have been singing: 


God answers prayer in the 
morning, 
God answers prayer at 
noon; 
God answers prayer in the 


evening, 
| so keep your heart in tune. 


| 
Thank God, He answers prayer 


ithe next morning too, and at mid- 
j night, and next month and next 
| year and a million years from now. 
You see, God does not change. 
Now de you believe God answers 
prayer? As long as you can pray 
and have power over sinners; as 
long as you can pray and have 
power on the preacher; as long 
as you Can pray ang have miracles 
happen, you can have _ revival. 
If you can pray right, you can 
get crowds. I am for crowds. I 
never had much confidence in a 
preacher who runs down crowds. 
There was quite a crowd at Pente- 
cost. There was nothing wrong 
with that one. I think we brag 
too much about crowds and I am 
in great distress abort that but, 
incidentally, they counted é#he 
crowd at Pentecost. Do not ever 
get the idea that God doesn't 
care whether we get anybody to 
preach to or not. He does! Every 
preacher with any sense wants a 
crowd to preach to. I have some- 
thing that is worth hearing and

Sinners Make Room, Al- 

ways, for Revival 

There is more reason than that. 
The ruin of sin makes it so that 
there are always a lot of people 
who are hus¢ry for revival. 

If you get a lot of Christians 
erying you are going to get some 
simners to crying. Any time you 
get a lot of church members re- 
penting, you are going to get some 
lost sinners to repent. Listen! 
There are certain things about 
sin instead of making it 30 
you cannot have revival, there are 
certain things about sin that set 
the stage and make revivai pos- 
sible. It is easier to win a fellow 
to Christ in jail than it is to win 
him out of jail. Let a man try 
gin out a while and he will find 
out. Listen to me! A girl who 
has ruined herself following the 
ways of sin is sometimes easier 
to win after she has gotten her 
heartbreak and ruin than she was 
before. Sin itself opens the way 
for revival. 

You say you cannot get old 
people saved. Sunday a week 
[ saw an old woman sfxty-nine 
years old saved. She came down 
the aisle by the side of her aged 
sister who brought her. She tried 
to kneel and because of her poor 
stiff knees could not kneel on the 
concret2 floor, and they got her a 
chair. But with tears she came 
to trust Christ. She did not want 
to die without God. Death is on 
our side, preachers! Did you 
know that! 

Reverse,-in some sense is on 
our side, In Detroit I saw a man 
come the other day—he came near- 
ly running. When he got to the 
front he dropped his face in his 
hands almost in despair. I found 
that he had drank, had run with 
other women, had played the fool, 
had wasted his money; and now his 
home was broken. He had tried 
everything else. -He could not 
have his home back, could not 
have his children. He had lost 
his job. So he was ready to 
try Jesus. 

Listen to me! Sin itself is one 
eof the goog reasons you can al- 
ways have revival. The old Devil 
is not so smart. He overreaches 
himself many times. And the 
Devil is one of the factors that 
works for revival if God's people 
mean business and if they really 
have the answer for broken hearts 
everywhere. We can have re- 
vival! 


I was on a Santa Fe train going 
from Chicago to Kansas City, 
and then on out to Newton, 
Kansas. I got out of my berth 
and went into the lounge car be- 
fore breakfast and read my Bible 
@ little. I was a little embar- 
rassed to do it, but I thought, 
“Well, I ought not to be ashamed 
to read the Bible before break- 
fast. I will feel better.” I read 
some Psalms ang had a good time. 
Then I went into the diner. - Three 
other men followed me right 
along and sat at the same table. 
We talked about the war. We 
talked about shortages, priorities, 
war news, D-Day, etc. I did not 
talk about the Lord. I did bow my 
head and silently thank God for 
the meal, but I did not say a 
word about Jesus or the Bible or 
God to those poor men who were 
strangers to me, nor did I take 
mote of the fact that they had 
followed me into the dining car. 

I had Pullman space only to 
Kansas City, so I said, “I'll go up 
to the coach ahead.” I got my 
brief case ang hat and Bible from 
ander my chair. A man followed 
me. I went through the first 
eoach and it was full. There was 
mot an empty seat. I noticed that 
he followed me into the second 
coach. There was not a seat 
vacant. I said, “Well, I'll have to 
go back to the lounge car.” So 
{ turned, and he followed—through 
one coach, through another coach, 
through the dining car, back to 
the lounge car. I found a seat 
and sat down. He sat down be- 
“ljea me. By this time it was so

pointed I had to pay attention. 
When 1 turned to speak to him 
he said. “Pardon me—are you @ 
minister?” 

“Yes; #his 

Rice.” 
“Well, 
Bible. 
I wouldn't bother you, 
in trouble. Would you 
{ ask a question?” 

“No,” I said. 

He said, “My wife has just 
died, the first Spar to die in the 
war. I’m an automobile designer. 
I live in Rochester, Michigan, and 
work at Detroit. I am not wor- 
ried about my wife: if there were 
ever a good Christian, it was my 
wife. She was ready to go. But 
I would like to know two things: 
first. will she ever forgive me for 
not being a better husband? And 
how wiil I ever see her again? I 
am taking her body out to San 
Diego. Her father is True Max- 
well of the First Fundamental 
Church there. Would you mind 
answering these two things for 
me?” 

He had me backeq up in a 
corner and I had to tell him how 
to be saved! 


IV. There Are Abounding 
Opportunities, But La- 
borers Are Few! 


Don’t you tell me nobody wants 
to be saved!. The trouble is not 
with, the harvest; it is with the 
laborers! Plenty of people are 
broken hearted. A lot of people 
need Jesus Christ. Many are glad 
to trust Him if somebody goes 
with a broken heart. You say 
you cannot get a hearing. 

A car load of boys from this 
school (I don’t think you know 
this, Dr. Bob) went out the other 
week end. One of them saig to 
me, “We wanted to preach. We 
wanted .to win souls.” On the 
trip coming back they said, 
“Listen, we must find some place 
to preach!” 

They passed a pool hall. One 
of them said, “Maybe they will 
let us preach in there.” They 
stopped, one of them went to the 
door and said, “What about 
preaching in here? What about 
having a service? We are from 
Bob Jones Univeristy.” 

The fellow said, “All right. I 
am not a Christian but I sure 
don’t want to stang in the way 
of the Lord.” 

One of the boys said, “Would 
you mind if 1 asked the men to 
stop playing pool?” 

“No,” he said; “I will help you.” 
So they went around and stopped 
them. They sat down in the center 
of the hall. One of the boys got 
up and preached, ang three of the 
men were gloriously saved. While 
the service was going on one of 
the students saw a man passing 
around a hat. He got a little 
more than $9. The boys came 
back with their happy story. 

There are plenty of places to 
preach if there is somebody who 
has the gumption and the power 
of God — somebody who means 
business about it. You can get 
somebody saved! 

I have trouble keeping any- 
body in my office! I need some 
more workers now. I wish I 
coulq get a bookkeeper, a secre- 
tary or two and some other work- 
ers who love God and want full- 
time work in God's business. I 
started to say, I get boys in my 
office, then they get on fire for 
soul winning and they are bound 
to come down to Bob Jones Univer- 
sity or somewhere else to get ready 
to be an evangelist. I have three 
of them down here now. You keep 
my office drained all the time! 

But three of my boys went up 
to Wisconsin. A woman had 
written that her husband used to 
be a bartender. He did so much 
harm, She said, “Oh, if there 
were only some way we could un- 
do some of it! Why doesn’t any- 
body come up here to Wisconsin, 
to this rural country?” I told 
those boys about the letter and 
three of them went up there last 
Sunday and took some films and 
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their shoe soles once in a while 
when I left up there! 

Don't you tell me there are not 
plenty of places you could preach 
and plenty of souls you could win! 
The trouble is not with the 
harvest; the trouble is with you 
laborers. If we have anybody 
who means business for God you 
can have revival. God has the 
resources! We have the Bible. 
We have the Holy Spirit. God 
answers prayer. The trouble is 
with the laborers! 


Vv. Pray God to Raise Up 
Soul Winners: Particu- 
larly Evangelists 

What about the laborers? God 
has a man-power shortage. Don't 
let anybody make you think there 
are too many workers. No! No! 
Listen to me! God does not have 
enough workers-—not in China, not 
in Poland, not in South America, 
not in America, not in Greenville, 
South Carolina. God has a short- 
age. He said, “Pray ye _ there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he would send forth labourers into 
his harvest.” He said, ‘I am send- 
ing you new converts, you lambs, 
among wolves. I don’t have 
enough; I’ve got to Have more 
workers.’ 

Everywhere I go I pray, “God, 
raise up some evangelists.” I 
want God to send some foreign 
missionaries, but if you do not 
win souls in America you will 
not win them on the foreign field. 
An ocean voyage will not make 
you into a soul winner. What you 
need in China is evangelists. What 
you need across the sea every- 
where is evangelists. That means 
people with the power of God on 
them somebody on fire, some- 
body who wins great groups of 
people to Jesus Christ. O God, 
send ou* soul winners! God wants 
some laborers. He said that the 
thing that ought to be on our 
hearts when we pray is: ‘O God, 
send the laborers. God send out 
the laborers!’ I want you to join 
me in that prayer. I pray it all 
the time. 

People will say, “All right, if 
God will use me as an évangelist, 
I will be an evangelist.” Wait a 
minute! That will cost more. 
People will lie about you. You 
will work harder. You will preach 
more often. You will die younger. 
You will have more people hate 
you. You will have more people 
slander you. You will have more 
temptaticns. You will have to 
pray more. But you will have 
more souls saved and you will 
have more reward in Heaven. O 
God, raise up some evangelists! 
I wish God would lay on the heart 
of a lot of you young men to do 
the main thing. 

Do you know how I got to be 
a preacher? It was very simple. 
I was a college teacher. (I have 
been forgiven now, don’t hold that 
against me! That is in the past.) 
I was a college teacher and doing 
graduate work in the University 
of Chicago. I went down to the 
Pacific Garden Mission and sang 
and did personal work. One night 
I put my arms around an old 
drunken bum. His body stank— 
with the smell of whisky and 
from having no bath. He cried 
and said, “O God, it’s now or 
never! I haven’t any other chance, 
O God, if You don’t save me. I 
can’t hold a job. My family have 
forsaken me. I have no will 
power. I am nothing but a 
drunken old bum. O God, if You 
don’t take me there is nobody else 
who will have me.” And God 
saveg him. I just hugged him and 
cried over him and rejoiced. 

I went back to my room that 
night on a streetcar. And then 
when I would try to go to classes 
in the University of Chicago I did 
not care about classes in the 
School of. Education. 
care about psychology. I did not 
eare about school administration. 
All that glory passed away, and I 
said, “O God, I'd rather win old 
drunken bums; if You'll let me 
do that I would rather do that.” 

He said, “What are you waiting 
on?” 

I said, “All right, Lord; Ill try.

I had my sixty-fifth birthday 
just a few days ago. I began 
preaching the Gospel when I 
was fifteen. This means that 
I have had fifty years in the 
ministry. I am sure I have 
preached to more people than 
any other living man. This 
does not mean that I have any 
superior ability. God gave me 
a good body. I was converted 
at the age of eleven. I did not 
dissipate when I was young. I 
am doing as much work now as 
I have ever done, and I am 
standing the strain without any 
more fatigue than I had years 
ago. I have seen many people 
who are wrecked by sin con- 
verted, and we are always 
thankful when the Lord saves 
a man who is “down and out.” 
But God has been better to me 
than He ever was to a dissipat- 
ed, drunken wreck: He saved 
me before I became dissipated 
and ruined. One of the things 
that makes Bob Jones Univer- 
sity so interesting from a Chris- 
tian standpoint is this: We get 
young people in time to train 
them for the right kind of 
Christian leadership.
